Mr. SPEAKER :—I have not here- 
ofore consumed the time of this 
fouse, andido not propose now to 
nake any lengthened remarks, and 
ut for the, importance of the bill 
under consiceration, I would not say 
pne word. Jam opposed to the bili, 
ir, not from the fact that there has 
been any person or number of per- 
sons from Charlotte or from Meck- 
jenbugg county,dodging behind these 
pillars and clamoring against the pas- 
sage of this bill, as the gentleman 
from Davidson charges there would 
be. Sir, if there has been one such 
person here from Mecklenburg, I 
have failed tosee him. Nosir, I op- 
pose it from other motives, from an 
honest, conscientious sense of dut 
to the peaple of North Carolina, as 
concelve it. 

Now sir, what is interest? I un- 
derstand it to be asym of money paid 
or agreed to be paid for the use of 
capital, in whatever form that capi- 
tal may assume. Capital may be 
loaned in any form, and interest 
upon it is simply the profits of capi- 
tal, and the demand for it is always 
a condition precedent to the profit 
irising from it and the renumeration 
for the use of capital will always be 
inore or less, according to the supply 
and demand, and the risk of the cap- 
italist. Again sir, this law is for the 
benefit of a class; under a usury law 
a capitalist cannot receive more than 
a prescribed rate of interest, but it does 
not, nor cannot secure to him that 
amount, for I think sir, we can con- 
ceive of such a condition of financial 
affairs, as that capital would not 
command so high a rate as that pres- 
cribed, and in that eyent would the 
law secure the Jenderin the rate 
prescribed $ Not at all. You fall 
back then upon the law of supply 
and demand, 

I am willing to admit that the rate 
of interest ishigh, more so than it 
should be, but I believe there are 
causes for it, great underlying causes, 
that the passage of this bill will not 
remove, nor do I believe that the 
rate of interest depends upon the 
mere enactmentof a law, under ordi- 
nary ¢Cireumstances. Sir, in the 
usual cause of affairs, the rate of in- 
terest will vary but little, such was 
the ease in our State in ante bellim 
times when 6apital was abundant, 
whén the lender sought'a borrower. 
For long years our rate of interest 
did not yary, but as T1emarked,there 
are causes that do operate in bring- 
ing about an elevation or depression, 
a higher or lower rate. Weoften see 
this the case, where stringent usury 
laws prevail. In New York, for in- 
stance, how often do we see the rate 
vary, andin a few days advance 
from alow to a very high interest. 
Now, sir, what I ask, is our con- 
dition? What eauses have ope- 
vated to impose ypon us our 
iteh rate of ‘interest 2 ‘I say, in an- 
swer, that any cause affecting the 
supply and demand of capital will 
lead to variations, or change the rate 
of interest ; adversity befalling a’peo- 
ile, diminishing or destroying their 
‘apital will have this tendency, and 
it is useless to say that adversity has 
befallen us; we know that a cruel re- 
lentless war has swept over our 
country, with all its desolating in- 
fluences, laying waste our property, 
our capital of every kind. As a re- 
sult of that war, our circulating 
medium was destroyed, or at least so 
deppecigtad gs to be almost worth- 
less, our Whole banking system des- 
troyed, ahd a new system inaugura- 
ted by the United States government, 
under which instead of the amount 
in circulation before the war, we 
have searcely one-sixth part of it to 
supply the inereased wants of a lar- 
ger population, with every branch of 
industry completely prostrate and 
writhing ynder thé mergiless hand 
of the government, through those 
long ‘eats of reconstruction through 
wh ch we passed ; instead of accumu: 
lations of capital Beng made from 
the common industry of the country, 
we struggled for years for a bare 
maintenance. So much, sir, for ex- 
traordinary circumstances as afjec- 
ing the etpply of capital, and thus 
aftlecting out'rate of interest. 

Again, I say, sir, that a want of 
confidence in ‘the administration of 
public affairs has much to do wth 
fixing the price of money ; doubts as 
to the stability or wisdom of the 
poliey of government, creating 4 feel- 
of of insecurity on the part of capi- | 
talists through fear of incurring loss

government, both Stateand National, 
that have had a tendency to impair 
this confidence in government. and 
between man and man, undoing to- 
day what was done yesterday, recon- 
structing and setting aside 1econ- 
struction ; construing laws to mean 
one thing to-day and another thin 

to-morrow. I say all this must aaa 
will affect the price of money, for 
capital, we all know, is timi 
seeks safety, and as the feeling of in- 
security increases, the rate will be 
higher, as an insurance against in- 
creased risk. One other point I wish 
to notice. Allusion was made on yes- 
terday by the gentleman from Rich- 
mond to our agricultural system as 
being wrong; in this Iconcur. Weare 
an argicultural people, emphatically 
so, and yet, sir, we present the 
sad spectacle of not being a self-sus- 
taining people. I mean by this that 
we fall far short of producing our 
own supplies; with our soil and 
climate, capable of producing almost 
every article of necessity, and with 
such production we mightand should 
be the most independent people on 
earth, yet, under our system, we are 
the most dependent, pursuing a 
course we know is wrong and ruin- 
ous, but still pursve it. At the close 
of the war, instead of adapting our- 
selves to our surroundings, we at- 
tempted to do just as our fathers did, 
cultivate our broad acres, with our 
system of labor disorganized, and 
every thing in confusion ; allured by 
the high price of our great staple, we 
were led to stake our very existence 
upon the throw of:asingle die, the 
cultivation of a single crop to the ex- 
clusion of all others; thus the ffar- 
mers themselves became _ cotton 
speculators only to meet disappoint- 
ment after disappointment, and to 
find themsélves sinking deeper and 
deeper inthe mire and slough of 
debt, and thus, instead of a general 
accumulation of capita’ from the 
common industry of the country, in- 
stead of a surplus, our country i8 an- 
nually depleted, and we labor to en- 


| England and meat and grain growers 
of the west. Instead of annual accu- 
mulations at the end ofeach year, we 
stand empty-handed asking for help. 
The supply of capital is not thus in- 
creased, nor the demand diminished, 
and consequently a high rate of in- 
terest prevails. The fault to my 
mind is ina great measure due to 
our system. Now sir,I only desire 
to say further that I am satisfied our 
rate of interest is more than a farm- 
ing people can bear successfully, and 
no oneon this floor would be more 
rejoiced to see cheaper money than 
myself, but lam far from believing 
the passage of this bill will result in 
cheaper money. I co not think it 
will have the effect its friends claim 
for it. Instead of a panacea for the 
ills under which we labor, instead of 
remedying the evil, I much fear 
wide-spread embarrassment, confu- 
sion and in many ¢ases ruin absolute, 
will follow the passage of this bill, 
and in a matter of such moment and 
importance,a matter affecting so vital- 
ly the interest of North Carolina, I say 
it becomes representatives upon this 
floorto pause. Consider well ere the 
final step is taken. For these rea- 
sons, I am compeiled to vote against 
the bill.
